Ambulance  Facilities. 

During  the  year  the  ambulance  service  continued  to 
operate  in  the  same  way  as  in  1948,  conveying  all  types 
of  cases  including  infectious  diseases  (v\flth  the  exception 
of  smallpox  for  which  special  arrangements  are  made  by  the 
County  Ambulance  Officer.)  During  1949  the  ambulances 
stationed  at  the  Town  Hall,  Parnborough>  came  under  the 
control  of  the  Aldershot  station  and  all  calls  originating 
in  the  Urban  District  are  received  by  the  Head  Driver  at 
the  latter  station  (Tel:  Aldershot  299)  . Such  a system  of 
centralised  control  has  been  proved  to  be  both  more  efficient 
and  more  economical  in  operation.  It  means  that  a larger 
number  of  ambulances  will  be  available  to  deal  with  any 
emergencies  which  may  arise.  Should  both  vehicles  at 
Parnborough  be  out  of  the  garage  others  can  be  despatched 
from  Aldershot.

Food  Poisoning 

One  case  of  food  poisoning  was  notified  during  the 
year.  This  was  a member  of  H.M,  Forces  who  contracted 
the  disease  prior  to  coming  into  the  district. 

Acute  Anterior  Poliomyelitis  and  Polio  Encephalitis 

Eleven  cases  of  the  aboV-e  diseases  v/ere  notified 
during  the  year.  One  case  proved  fatal  whilst  several 
of  the  remaining  cases  are  still  receiving  treatment 
for  partial  paralysis. 

Comparative  figures  giving  details  of  the  incidence 
of  these  diseases  in  previous  years  are  shown  in  the  table 
of  infectious  diseases.

The  total  of  572  first  injections  vras  an  increase  of 
246  over  the  previous  year.  The  total  of  196  ''refresher" 
doses  given  was  also  satisfactory. 

There  v/ere  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified  in  the 
District  during  the  year.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Farnborough  Urban  District  Council, 


Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  Annual 
Report  for  1949,  and  my  10th  as  your  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector. 

The  report  relates  to  the  work  of  the  Department 
during  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1949,  but  the  figures 
relating  to  the  Public  Cleansing  Section  are  for  the 
financial  year  ended  31st  March,  1950, 

Steady  progress  was  maintained  with  the  sanitary 
administration  of  the  area. 

A great  deal  of  the  time  of  the  Department  was 
devoted  to  our  drive  for  clean  and  safe  food.  In  conjunction 
with  the  Inspections  of  premises  under  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act, 
a Food  Hygiene  Guild  was  commenced  with  the  object  of 
obtaining  the  interest  and  co-operation  of  the  Trade, 

Notwithstanding  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  suitable 
labour  in  the  Public  Cleansing  Service,  it  was  possible 
to  maintain  a weekly  collection  of  refuse  and  salvage.  The 
output  of  salvage  from  the  district  continued  unabated. 

The  waste  paper  surplus  during  the  year  Y\rhich  caused  such 
chaos  in  the  Service  throughout  the  Country  did  not  affect 
us  as  we  had  entered  into  a Contract  for  the  sale  of  all 
our  paper.  Our  collection  of  this  material  was  not  only 
maintained  but  continued  to  increase,  and  the  total  of  321 
tons  collected  during  the  year  was  a record. 

I am  grateful  to  the  Council  and  members,  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  continued  interest  and  support,  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Dr.  V/.C.D.  Walmsley  and  to  the 
staff  and  workpeople  for  their  loyal  and  efficient  service.

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SECTION  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


1 . Water 


Water  is  supplied  for  the  virhole  of  the  Urban  District 
by  the  Mld-V/essex  Water  Company. 

Sources  of  Sunnly 

The  supply  is  obtained  from  Pumping  Stations  at  Primley, 
Itchel,  Greywell  and  Beenham's  Heath  near  V^fokingham. 

The  Primley  water  is  collected  from  springs  in  the 
Bagshot  sands,  and  at  Itchel,  Greywell  and  Beenham’ s Heath 
it  is  pumped  from  deep  v^rells  in  chalk. 

Treatment 

The  Primley  water  has  a total  hardness  of  5.5  grains 
per  gallon  and  is  subjected  to  treatment  by  aeration, 
sedimentation  and  sand  filtration  before  being  pumped  into 
supply. 

The  Itchel,  Greywell  and  Beenham’ s Heath  sources  have 
a total  hardness  of  19,5  grains  per  gallon,  and  at  all  these 
stations  softening  by  lime  process  is  carried  out,  in  order 
to  reduce  the  hardness  to  the  statutory  limit  of  12  grains 
per  gallon. 

All  sources  are  practically  sterile  in  the  raw  state, 
before  treatment,  but  are  given  a precautionary  dose  of 
chlorine  during  the  normal  process  of  treatment,  in 
conformity  with  the  modern  waterworks  practice. 

Purity  of  Suouly 

Samples  of  water  are  taken  regularly  and  frequently 
by  the  Company  before  and  after  treatment  at  the  works 
and  in  supply.  They  are  examined  chemically  and  bactericlogically 
by  the  Company's  resident  Chemists  and  Bacteriologists,  and 
in  addition  samples  are  submitted  to  the  County  Public  Health 
Laboratory  for  independent  examination  and  report  at  regular 
intervals. 

The  reports  during  the  past  year  on  all  treated  waters 
have  shown  a consistently  high  standard  of  organic  and 
bacterial  purity. 


Conditions  of  Supply  Generally 

The  supply  to  all  premises  connected  within  the  Urban 


12. 


District  is  constant,  and  laid  on  directly  from  the  main  to 
the  house  taps.  Outside  standpipes  are  provided  mainly  for 
use  in  gardens  or  for  car  washing.  Their  use  for  domestic 
purposes  is  discouraged  and  only  in  exceptional  circumstances 
allowed. 

The  consumption  of  vrater  during  1949  was  higher  than 
in  the  preceding  year  and  record  peak  demands  were  experienced. 
Adequate  supplies  were  at  all  times  available  vi/ithout  the 
necessity  for  imposing  restrictions. 

With  a few  exceptions  all  houses  in  the  district  are 
provided  with  a piped  supply  from  the  mains,  There  is  one 
house,  including  a bakehouse,  which  is  not  connected  to  the 
main  supply.  The  water  is  obtained  from  a vi/ell  with  a pump 
inside  the  house.  Samples  of  water  taken  from  this  well  have 
been  satisfactory. 

I am  obliged  to  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Mid-Wessex 
Water  Company  for  information  supplied  for  this  section  of 
the  Report. 

2,  Drainage  and  Sewerage 

There  are  tv\/o  sevi^age  disposal  works  in  the  district, 
one  situated  in  South  Parnborough  and  the  other  at  Cove. 

A scheme  is  in  course  of  preparation  for  the  reorganisation 
of  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works.  It  is  proposed  to  close  the 
disposal  works  at  South  Parnborough,  except  for  the  treatment 
of  storm  water  over  three  times  the  dry  weather  flow,  and  to 
pump  the  whole  of  the  sewage  to  the  Cove  Sewage  Disposal  Works 
which  it  is  proposed  to  redesign  and  enlarge.  The  nev\^  works 
will  be  mechanised  as  far  as  practicable. 

Thirty- three  premises  by  reason  of  distance  or  level  are 
not  connected  to  the  Council’s  sewer.  Eight  of  these  are 
houses  without  proper  drainage,  which  are  receiving  attention. 

The  remainder  are  provided  with  cesspools  or  septic  tanks. 

One  cesspool  was  abolished  during  the  year  and  the  large 
premises  it  served  was  connected  to  the  public  sewer  by  means 
of  a private  sewer. 

A report  was  made  to  the  Council  concerning  a group  of 
premises  which  are  not  connected  to  the  Council's  sewer. 

They  co'T)sist  of  three  dwellinghouses  and  some  very  old  and 
dilapidated  buildings  used  as  a grocers  and  greengrocers  shop 
and  some  piggeries.  Two  of  the  houses  are  drained  to  a 
defective  cesspool.  One  house  has  no  drainage,  all  waste 
water  going  to  a ditch,  whilst  the  piggery,  the  buildings  of 
which  are  in  a very  bad  condition,  also  drains  to  a pit  v/hich 
overflows  on  to  the  adjoining  land.  The  shop  has  no  water 
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laid  on  nor  is  there  any  drainage.  The  premises  are  in 
close  proximity  to  a stream.  As  a result  of  these 
representations  the  Council  decided  to  raise  a section 
of  the  highway  to  enable  a sev\rer  to  be  taken  to  the 
buildings.  The  owner  of.  the  shop,  agreed  to  erect  a 
new  shop  on  an  adjacent  site,  and  demolish  the  old 
building.  Plans  for  this  have  been  approved  and  work 
commenced.  It  is  also  proposed  to  replace  the  existing 
piggeries,  which  are  in  a dilapidated  and  insanitary 
condition,  with  nevif  buildings. 

3 .  Rivers  and  Streams 


The  effluent  from  the  Disposal  Works  in  the  South 
Ward  discharges  into  the  River  Blackw/ater,  which  is  a 
tributary  of  the  Thames,  whilst  that  from  the  Disposal 
Y/orks  in  the  Vi/est  V\?ard  discharges  into  the  Cove  Brook, 
which  is  a tributary  of  the  River  Blackwater.  These  streams 
are  under  the  control  of  the  Thames  Conservancy  Board  for 
the  prevention  of  pollution. 

4 .  Closet  Accommodatl on 


The  table  below  shows  the  number  of  types  of  closet 
accommodation  other  than  fresh  water  closets,  in  use  at 
premises  which  are  not  connected  to  the  Council’s  sewers. 

Two  of  the  pall  closets  are  emptied  bi-weekly  by 
the  Council. 

Pall  or  Elsan  chemical-closets  in  use  at  moveable 
dwellings  are  not  included  in  the  table.

5 .  Public  Convent enc e s 


For  many  years  the  need  for  public  conveniences  in 
the  South  Ward  has  been  acute.  It  is  the  present  intention 
of  the  Council  to  convert  the  former  Gas  Cleansing  Station 
in  Queen’s  Road  to  public  conveniences  for  both  males  and 
females 

Your  Engineer  and  Surveyor  is  responsible  for  the 
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cleansing  of  public  conveniences. 
6,  Public  Cleansing  and  Salvage 
General 


Your  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  is  responsible  for  the 
collection  and  disposal  of  house  and  trade  refuse  and  the 
collection  and  disposal  of  salvage. 

Three  separate  collections  of  refuse  and  salvage  are 
operated  namely  (a)  Dustbin  refuse,  (b)  General  salvage 
and  (c)  Kitchen  waste.  Weekly  emptying  of  dustbins  is 
carried  out;  salvage  is  collected  weekly  and  kitchen  waste 
twice  each  week. 


S alvage 

It  was  expected  that  the  year  1948/49  would  witness 
the  last  of  our  high  annual  incomes  from  salvage  and 
that  the  year  under  review  v;ould  show  a marked  fall  in 
prices.  This  did  occur  to  some  degree.  The  price  of  waste 
paper  dropped  by  £1  7s.  6d.  per  ton,  the  waste  paper 

collection  bonus  was  discontinued  in  December  and  the  market 
for  bottles  came  to  an  end.  These  losses,  hov\rever,  v\fere 
countered  to  a large  extent  by  an  increase  in  waste  paper 
collected,  so  that  the  year’s  income  of  £4,046  was  only 
slightly  below  that  of  last  year  and  was  second  highest  since 
the  scheme  began.  869  tons  of  salvaged  materials  were 
returned  to  industry  which  is  equivalent  to  3.34  evicts  of 
salvage  from  each  household  or  premises  in  the  district. 

This  brings  the  total  amouat  of  materials  salvaged  in 
Parnborough  since  1940  to  7,831  tons  producing  a total  income 
to  the  Council  of  £30,863. 

If  this  great  quantity  of  material  had  been  put  into 
the  dustbins  not  only  v¥Ould  this  large  sum  of  money  have 
been  lost  but  the  cost  of  its  disposal  as  refuse  would  have 
been  very  considerable. 


It  is  interesting  to  look  back  over  the  past  ten  years 
and  record  the  annual  income  from  salvage  for  each  year  since 
1940.  They  are  as  followsc-

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The  Salvage  Stewards  Scheme  continued  in  the  district 
and  a total  of  731  Salvage  Stewards  performed  their  duties 
satisfactorily.  It  was  necessary  to  enrol  Stewards  for  the 
new  Housing  Estates  which  has  increased  the  total  number  of 
Stewards  by  44  since  last  year. 

The  Salvage  Stewards  Scheme  was  a wartime  innovation  to 
deal  with  conditions  at  that  time.  It  was  never  intended  to 
be  a permanent  feature  of  our  organisation.  The  question  of 
abolishing  the  Scheme  and  discontinuing  a separate  collection 
of  salvage  has  been  raised  on  a number  of  occasions  and 
committees  have  been  formed  to  investigate  the  position.  It 
is  difficult  to  estimate  the  effect  of  such  a change  on  our 
salvage  receipts  and  our  costs  generally,  and  so  far  the 
Council  have  not  considered  it  desirable  to  take  this  step. 

I think  it  reflects  great  credit  on  our  Salvage  Stewards 
that  although  a large  number  of  them  have  been  carrying  out 
this  voluntary  work  for  up  to  nine  years,  they  still  carry  on 
and  there  has  been  no  general  request  to  be  relieved  of  the 
duties . 

Vi/aste  Paner 

321  tons  of  paper  were  collected  and  sold  which  produced 
a revenue  of  £2,181.  This  was  an  increase  of  57  tons  over 
the  previous  year.  The  Board  of  Trade’s  ’'Waste  Paper  Increased 
Collection  Allowance,”  resulted  in  a bonus  for  the  year  of 
€199.  As  already  mentioned  this  bonus  was  discontinued  with 
effect  from  1st  December,  1949, 

Textiles 


30  tons  of  textiles  were  collected  which  produced  a 
revenue  of  €556  7s.  4d. 

The  price  that  can  be  obtained  for  textiles  varies 
according  to  their  state  of  cleanliness,  i.e.  freedom  from 
dirt  and  ashes,  and  their  moisture  content.  By  our  system 
of  collection  textiles  are  kept  clean  and  dry,  and  as  a result 
satisfactory  prices  are  obtained. 

Tins.  Metals,  etc. 

93  tons  of  ferrous  scrap,  comprising  22  tons  of  light 
and  heavy  iron,  71  tons  of  baled  tins,  and  2 tons  of  non- 
ferrous  metals  - brass,  aluminium,  lead,  etc,,  produced  an 
income  of  €244. 

The  scrap  metal  baler,  which  was  reconditioned  in  1947, 
is  now  35  years  old  but  continued  to  give  satisfactory  service. 
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Kitchen  Waste 

The  ''Kitchen  Waste  Collection  Order"  is  in  force  in  the 
district,  and  the  Council  is  under  direction  to  collect  kitchen 
waste  and  deliver  it  to  the  Concentrator  Plant  at  Aldershot 
operated  hy  Messrs.  National  By-Products  Limited.  378  tons  of 
this  material  was  collected  and  delivered  to  this  plant.  In 
view  of  the  fact  that  there  are  a very  large  number  of  poultry 
keepers  in  the  district,  many  of  whom  receive  kitchen  waste 
from  their  neighbours,  the  total  amount  collected  is  very 
satisfactory. 

The  distribution  of  kitchen  waste  containers  for  the 
house  to  house  collection  of  kitchen  waste  was  continued 
throughout  the  year  and  by  31st  March,  1950,  1,590  containers 
had  been  issued. 

The  new  system  has  been  put  into  operation  on  our  new 
housing  estates  as  these  have  been  developed,  and  the  communal 
street  bins  are  gradually  being  replaced  in  the  remainder  of 
the  district. 

Bonus  on  paper  and  salvage  extracted  from  the  Tip 

The  payment  of  Is.  6d.  per  cwt  on  all  salvage  extracted 
from  the  Tip  which  was  agreed  by  the  Council  during  1948  has 
been  continued  and  has  proved  worthwhile. 

Salvage  Publicity 

The  all  out  drive  for  waste  paper  in  connection  with  the 
second  National  Waste  Paper  Contest  organised  by  the  ¥/aste 
Paper  Recovery  Association,  which  as  mentioned  in  my  report 
for  1948  was  for  the  period  October,  1948  to  March,  1949, 
was  in  full  sv\ring  during  the  early  part  of  the  year. 

During  February  a visit  by  selected  scholars  to  the 
Thames  Board  Mills  Ltd.,  Purfleet  was  organised  by  the  Council, 
and  parties  of  school  children  were  also  shown  round  the 
Council's  Salvage  Works  to  see  salvage  being  dealt  with  in  its 
early  stages.  In  addition,  a special  effort  to  collect  more 
v\^aste  paper  was  made  by  the  local  Cinema  Club,  and  the  Board 
of  Trade’s  Campaign  Officer  addressed  all  the  Infant  and  Senior 
Schools  in  this  District  on  the  necessity  for  saving  waste 
paper  and  other  salvage  materials.  Films  about  salvage  were 
also  shown  at  the  local  Cinemas,  window  displays  were  arranged 
in  the  District  and  other  publicity  was  carried  out. 

These  special  efforts  resulted  in  126  tons  of  waste 
paper  being  collected  in  the  Urban  District  during  the  six 
months  of  the  Contest.  This  was  35  tons  more  than  that 
collected  in  the  corresponding  period  for  the  previous  year.

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In  June,  however,  the  Board  of  Trade  announced  that 
there  was  a surplus  of  waste  paper  at  the  mills,  and, 
following  the  easing  of  restrictions  in  the  use  of  new  paper 
made  earlier  in  the  year,  removed  the  Salvage  of  V/aste  Materials 
Orders  (Nos.  2 and  3)  1942,  which  made  it  compuslory  on  Local 
Authorities  to  collect  waste  paper.  At  the  same  time  notice 
was  given  that  the  ’’Waste  Paper  - Increased  Collection 
Allowance”  would  cease  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

This  surplus  of  vi^aste  paper  had  been  caused  through  the 
increase  in  salvage  collections  due  to  increased  supplies  of 
new  paper,  the  abnormally  mild  winter,  and  a smaller  increase 
than  was  anticipated  in  the  demand  for  finished  boards  and 
packaging  materials. 

As  a result  many  Local  Authorities  were  unable  to  sell 
their  waste  paper  and  were,  in  some  cases,  forced  to  bum  it. 
Fortunately,  as  already  mentioned,  we  were  not  in  this  position. 

It  was  generally  considered  that  this  surplus  of  waste 
paper  was  only  temporary  and  this  proved  to  be  the  case,  as  by 
early  1950  waste  paper  was  again  required,  and  the  demand 
exceeded  the  supply.  Unfortunately,  by  this  time  many  Local 
Authorities  had  discontinued  their  v\^aste  paper  collection  schemes. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  rapid  development  of  the  nev(/  housing  estates  and  the 
difficulty  of  obtaining  suitable  employees  placed  a severe 
strain  on  the  refuse  collection  staff.  It  was  with  difficulty 
that  we  maintained  a weekly  emptying  of  dustbins. 

On  our  new  estates  the  dustbins  in  many  cases  have  to  be 
carried  long  distances  to  the  lorries.  This  slows  up  the  work 
and  increases  costs,  and  is  an  aspect  that  must  be  taken  into 
consideration  when  considering  the  future  costs  of  this  Service. 

The  refuse  was  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  the 
Prospect  Road  (East)  Tip  where  tipping  was  commenced  in 
November,  1948.  This  tip  is  progressing  satisfactorily  and 
many  visits  by  representatives  of  other  Local  Authorities  have 
been  made  to  inspect  our  tipping  methods. 

Negotiations  are  in  progress  with  the  Military 
Authorities  for  the  joint  disposal  of  Civil  and  Military 
refuse  in  the  Urban  District. 

Staff 


The  staff  of  the  Cleansing  and  Salvage  Department 
totalled  23  workpeople,  comprising  a Foreman,  one  Driver- 
Mechanic,  5 Drivers  (including  one  Reserve  Driver),  13  men 
and  3 women  or  girls. 
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It  was  not  possible  to  maintain  a full  staff  of  vi^ork- 
people  at  all  times  throughout  the  entire  year,  due  to  the 
general  shortage  of  labour,  and  this  necessitated  overtime 
being  worked  in  order  to  keep  the  work  up  to  date. 

Vehicles 


Details  of  the  vehicles  in  operation  at  the  end  of  the 
year  were  as  follows:-

Kitchen  waste  is  at  present  being  collected  by  a large 
capacity  vehicle.  Consideration  is  being  given  to  the  use  of 
a suitable  small  capacity  vehicle  for  this  work. 

Provision  of  Dustbins 

Eighty-four  dustbins  of  British  Standard  Specification 
type  were  sold  by  the  Council  to  householders  and  owners  of 
property  in  the  district. 

149  informal  notices  requiring  the  provision  of  a 
dustbin  were  served,  and  of  this  number  138  were  complied  with. 

Three  Statutory  Notices  were  served  under  the  provisions 
of  Section  75,  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  and  three  Statutory 
Notices  under  this  section  were  complied  with. 

The  Financial  Aspect  of  the  Cleansing  Service 

The  gross  cost  of  the  refuse  and  salvage  collection 
and  disposal  for  the  year  ending  31st  March,  1950,  was 
£9,524  4s.  Od.  The  total  income  was  £4,086  2s.  2d.  leaving 

a net  cost  of  £5,438  Is.  lOd. 

Notwithstanding  rising  costs,  due  to  increased  wages 
and  higher  costs  of  materials  together  with  the  additional 
work  due  to  the  rapid  provision  of  new  houses,  our  costs 
are  below  those  for  1948.  The  net  cost  of  the  service  was 
£229  below  that  for  the  previous  year. 
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Other  comparative  costs  are  given  in  the  table  below. 

This  service,  therefore,  which  includes  the  emptying 
of  dustbins  and  kitchen  waste  bins,  collecting  and  disposing 
of  salvage  and  disposing  of  refuse,  costs  Parnborough  a little 
more  than  a penny  per  head  of  the  population  per  week.

7.  Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area 

Appendix  A on  page  32  shows  the  number  of  inspections 
carried  out  during  the  year. 

8.  Inspection  of  Shops 

The  County  Council  are  responsible  for  the  administration 
of  the  Shops  Act  with  the  exception  of  the  provisions  of 
Section  10,  Shops  Act,  1934,  relating  to  sanitary  conveniences, 
heating  and  ventilation.  These  are  the  responsibility  of  your 
Council . 

9.  Smoke  Abatement 


Chimneys  coming  within  the  provisions  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936,  were  observed  for  smoke  nuisances. 

Trouble  was  experienced  from  the  chimney  of  a furnace 
attached  to  a joiners  factory,  the  furnace  being  used  for 
the  burning  of  saw-dust  and  wood  shavings.  A Statutory 
Notice  was  served  on  the  occupiers  of  the  premises  and  the 
nuisance  was  brought  under  control.  The  chimney  has  been 
kept  under  observation,  but  no  further  nuisance  has  occurred, 

A number  of  complaints  were  dealt  with  by  Informal 
action. 

The  Council  are  members  of  the  National  Smoke 
Abatement  Society. 

10.  Swimming  Baths  and  Pools 

There  is  a small  open-air  swimming  pool  in  the 
district  owned  and  managed  by  the  Council.  Six  samples 
of  water  were  taken  and  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  from  this  pool. 
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11 . Vermin  and  Insect  Infestation  Control 

One  operative  is  employed  for  rodent  and  pest 
control  work.  Disinfestation  is  carried  out  by  other 
employees  in  the  Department. 

Rodent  Destruction 

This  v/ork  was  actively  carried  on  during  the  year, 
details  of  which  are  summarised  in  the  following  table. -

The  Council’s  properties  including  the  Sewerage 
V/orks,  Refuse  Tips  and  Salvage  Depot  were  kept  under 
regular  supervision  and  control  and  no  major  infestations 
occurred . 

Rodent  Treatment  of  the  Sewers 

A test  baiting  of  the  sewers  during  the  year  showed 
that,  as  on  previous  occasions,  the  old  sections  of  the 
sewerage  system  in  the  South  ¥/ard  were  infested.  These 
sections  were  treated  with  satisfactory  results. 

North  East  Hants  V/orkable  Area  Committee  for 

Rodent  Control 

The  Council  is  a constituent  member  of  the  above 
Committee  which  comprises  the  Borough  of  Aldershot,  the 
Parnborough  and  Fleet  Urban  District  Councils,  and  the 
Hartley  ¥/intney  Rural  District  Council,  the  representatives 
being  one  member  of  the  Local  Authority  with  the  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector  of  the  district.  The  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  the  Aldershot  Military  district,  and  the 
Hampshire  Agricultural  Executive  Committee  also  sent 
representatives . 

These  meetings  which  are  held  quarterly  in  the 
different  districts  are  a useful  medium  for  discussing 
rodent  control  problems  and  ensuring  co-operation  betv/een 
the  Local  Authorities. 

Bed  Bugs 

Three  properties  totalling  seven  rooms  were  dis- 
infested. 


The  treatment  of  infested  premises  consisted  of 
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spraying  with  liquid  insecticide,  incorporating  D.D.T. 
or  gammexane.  Bedding  etc.,  was  removed  to  the  steam 
disinfector  for  steam  treatment. 

Cockroaches 

Seventy-seven  visits  were  made  during  the  year  to 
food  premises  in  connection  vi^ith  the  extermination  of 
cockroaches.  Twenty  visits  were  made  to  dwellinghouses 
and  treatment  carried  out  or  advice  given  as  required. 

Mosquitoes 

Likely  breeding  grounds  were  kept  under  observation 
and  when  necessary  treatment  was  carried  out. 

Ants 


Eighteen  visits  were  made  during  the  year  to 
investigate  infestations  of  ants.  Treatment  was  carried 
out  or  advice  given  as  required. 

Wasps 


Vifasps,  which  are  destroyed  on  a rechargeable  basis, 
were  very  prevalent  during  the  year,  a total  of  42  nests 
having  been  destroyed  involving  127  visits. 

12.  Disinfection  and  Disinfestation 


Some  41  consignments  of  bedding  from  houses  or 
premises  in  which  cases  of  infectious  disease  had  occurred, 
or  from  verminous  premises  were  dealt  with  at  the  Steam 
Disinfector.  In  addition  46  properties  were  visited  for 
the  disinfection  or  disinfestation  of  rooms. 

Following  a request  received  from  Frimley  and 
Camberley  U.D.C.  steam  disinfection  work  has  been  under- 
taken at  an  agreed  rate  on  behalf  of  that  Authority  since 
May, 

13 . Tents.  Vans  and  Sheds 

There  are  four  sites  in  the  District  on  which 
caravans  are  stationed.  At  these  sites  most  of  the 
caravans  are  used  in  connection  with  travelling  shows 
and  only  a few  are  stationed  there  during  the  summer  months 

With  the  continued  shortage  of  housing  accommodation 
many  applications  were  received  for  permission  to  use 
individual  sites  and  as  a result  seven  individual  licences 
were  granted  for  periods  of  six  months. 
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In  order  to  dispense  v\;ith  individual  sites  in  the 
district,  consideration  was  given  to  obtaining  a suitable 
communal  caravan  site.  Negotiations  were  set  in  progress 
for  this,  and  it  was  expected  that  a site  would  be  ready 
for  occupation  during  1950. 

It  became  necessary  during  the  year  to  take  Court 
proceedings  under  Section  269,  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 
against  a person  using  a caravan  without  being  licensed 
under  the  Act.  The  caravan  was  very  dilapidated  and  unfit 
for  human  habitation.  In  addition  there  was  no  water  supply 
or  sanitary  convenience  on  the  site. 

The  occupier  was  fined  £1  and  a continuing  daily 
penalty  of  five  shillings  if  he  continued  to  live  in  the 
caravan.  The  occupier  complied  with  the  order  of  the  Court. 

14 . Common  Lodging  Houses 

There  are  no  registered  common  lodging  houses  in  the 
district . 

15 . Houses  Let-in-Lodgings 

There  are  no  registered  houses  let-in-lodgings  in 
the  district. 

1 6 . Cffensive  Trades 

There  are  no  offensive  trades  in  the  district. 

17 . Factories 

There  are  89  factories  on  the  register.  All  sites 
where  building  operations  were  in  progress  were  inspected 
and  some  were  found  to  be  without  sanitary  conveniences. 

The  necessary  arrangements  were  made  without  recourse  to 
Statutory  action.  Further  details  of  inspections  and 
action  taken  regarding  unsatisfactory  conditions  are  given 
in  Appendices  ’A'  and  ’B' . 

18 . Legal  Proceedings 

It  was  necessary  to  take  legal  proceedings  in  two 
instances.  Details  of  these  two  cases  are  given  under 
Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds,  Page  21,  and  Cvercrowding,  Page  23. 


SECTION  D 
HOUS INC 


The  housing  position  in  the  area  is  still  acute 
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and  houses  are  very  scarce,  hut  good  progress  is  being 
made  by  the  Council  in  the  provision  of  new  accommodation. 

The  follovang  is  a summary  of  progress  made  tov^ards 
the  provision  of  new  houses: -

Inspection  and  repair  of  Houses 


Progress  with  housing  repairs  continued  to  be 
restricted  by  the  shortage  of  labour. 

The  high  cost  of  building  repairs  is  also  a very 
serious  matter  to  owners  of  small  low-rented  properties. 

For  these  reasons  more  work  is  entailed  by  the  staff  in 
getting  urgent  repair  work  executed,  than  was  the  case 
with  major  repairs  when  conditions  were  normal. 

162  houses  were  inspected  and  110  repaired  involving 
818  visits  of  inspection. 

Particulars  of  housing  inspections  and  repair  work 
carried  out  is  given  in  Appendices  ’A’  and  'B'. 

Closing  and  Demolition  Orders 

There  was  one  Closing  Order  made  during  the  year  in 
respect  of  an  attic  room. 

Overcrowding 

Progress  was  made  in  dealing  with  overcrov^ding  in 
the  District. 

It  was  necessary  to  take  Court  Proceedings  under 
Section  59,  Housing  Act,  1936,  against  an  occupier  for 
allowing  a dwellinghouse  to  become  overcrowded.  A Court 
Order  was  made  to  vacate  the  premises  in  not  less  than  14 
days  and  not  more  than  28  days.  The  Order  was  complied  with. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  there  were  6 cases 
on  the  Register  and  20  cases  were  added  to  the  Register 
during  the  year.  18  cases  were  abated,  6 by  private 
action,  11  by  rehousing  by  the  Council,  1 case  as  a 
result  of  Court  proceedings.  8 cases  were  outstanding 
at  the  end  of  the  year. 
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Infestation  by  the  House  Longhorn  Beetle 

As  reported  in  my  Annual  Report  for  1948,  there 
was  an  infestation  of  House  Longhorn  Beetles  in  houses  in 
an  adjoining  district  and  in  accordance  with  a request 
from  the  Ministry  of  Health,  the  Council  instructed  that 
a survey  of  properties  on  the  northern  boundary  of  the 
District  be  carried  out  to  ascertain  if  the  Beetle  was 
present.  86  visits  were  made  and  38  properties  examined 
but  no  evidence  of  infestation  was  found. 


SECTION  E 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

(a)  THE  MILK  SUPPLY 

It  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  report  that  over  98% 
of  the  milk  sold  in  the  district  can  be  termed  ’’safe”  milk, 
i.e.,  pasteurised,  sterilised  or  tuberculin  tested.  As 
reported  elsewhere,  however,  the  remaining  percentage  of 
raw  milk  needs  careful  supervision  to  keep  it  free  from 
bovine  tuberculosis. 

I look  forward  to  the  time  when  the  whole  of  the 
milk  supply  in  the  District  is  either  Tuberculin  Tested 
or  Pasteurised.  The  milk  supply  cannot  be  considered 
entirely  satisfactory  until  this  is  achieved. 

I give  hereunder  the  percentage  of  the  various  grades 
of  milk  sold  in  the  district: -

There  are  three  dairy  farms,  four  dairies  and 
seventeen  retail  purveyors  on  the  Register  and  constant 
supervision  of  these  premises  and  the  milk  supply  was 
maintained. 

There  were  three  dairy  farms  on  the  Register,  but 
during  the  year  the  supervision  of  farms  was  transferred 
from  the  Local  Authorities  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries  under  the  provision  of  the  Pood  and  Drugs 
(Milk  and  Dairies)  Act,  1944. 


The  officers  of  the  Local  Authorities  have  now  no 
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power  to  control  the  production  of  clean  milk,  this 
supervision  being  now  carried  out  by  officers  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

Two  producers  hold  licences  to  produce  accredited 
milk,  but  there  are  no  producers  of  tuberculin  tested 
milk  in  this  district. 

Four  dairies  and  17  retail  purveyors  of  milk  are 
on  the  Register  and  constant  supervision  of  these  premises 
and  the  milk  supply  was  maintained. 

Two  dairymen  are  licensed  to  bottle  Tuberculin 
Tested  Milk,  and  5 dairymen  are  licensed  to  retail  it.

31  samples  of  raw  milk  were  obtained  and  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination.  13  or  42fo  did  not  reach 
the  standard  required  for  accredited  milk.

Biological  Examination  of  milk  samples  for 

Tuberc leB a c i 1 li 


13  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  to  a biological 
examination  for  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli,  and  in 
one  case  a positive  report  was  received  seven  weeks  after 
the  sample  had  been  taken. 

Immediately  the  positive  report  was  received 
arrangements  were  made  through  the  Milk  Marketing  Board 
for  the  milk  from  the  farm  to  be  pastuurised,  and  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  v^ras  notified. 

A report  was  eventually  received  stating  that  one 
cow  from  the  herd  had  been  slaughtered  under  the  Tuber- 
culosis Order,  1938,  and  that  subsequent  samples  of  milk 
from  the  herd  had  been  certified  non-tuberculous. 

Cases  such  as  this  show  the  need  for  the  compulsory 
pasteurisation  of  all  milk  other  than  milk  from  tuberculin 
tested  herds. 

Cleansing  and  Sterilising  of  Milk  Bottles  and 

Equipment 

42  milk  bottles  and  eight  churn  rinsings  were 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination. 

Improvements  and  Alterations 

Improvements  were  carried  out  during  the  year  to 
one  farm.  The  improvements  carried  out  wevei - 

Wooden  partitions  removed  and  tubular  fittings 

provided. 

New  glazed  earthenware  feeding  troughs  provided. 

Parts  of  internal  walls  rendered. 

Two  additional  standpipes  for  water  supply  provided. 

Portion  of  drainage  system  renewed. 
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Improvements  at  Dairies 

At  one  dairy  an  additional  bottling  room  Yms 
provided  for  the  bottling  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk. 

At  another  dairy  the  walls  and  ceilings  v;ere 
cleansed  as  a result  of  a notice,  and  a hot  water  supply 
provided  to  the  lavatory  basins  in  the  male  and  female 
cloakrooms . 

(b)  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 


There  is  one  slaughterhouse  in  use  in  the  Urban 
District.  This  is  under  the  control  of  the  Ministry  of 
Pood  and  is  a slaughtering  centre  for  the  Urban  Districts 
of  Parnborough  and  Pleet  and  the  Rural  District  of  Hartley 
Vi/intney, 

A regular  system  of  meat  inspection  is  carried  out 
in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  laid  down  in  Memo 
62  (Poods) . 289  visits  were  made  to  the  slaughterhouse 

where  5585  animals  were  killed  and  inspected.  This  is  an 
increase  of  566  over  1948. 

One  case  of  congenital  Tuberculosis  in  a calf  under 
10  days  old  was  found  in  the  Slaughterhouse,  Details 
were  forwarded  to  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Inspector, 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Pisheries,  so  that  the  dam 
could  be  traced  and  examined  for  Tuberculosis. 

It  was  found  that  32.6^  of  all  cows  inspected  were 
affected  in  some  degree  with  Tuberculosis.  This  it  is 
pleasing  to  note  is  3.3'^^  less  than  in  1948  vi/hen  the  figure 
was  35.^. 

Six  cows  were  found  to  have  lesions  of  tuberculosis 
in  the  supra -mammary  gland  of  udder.  This  represented 
about  1%  of  all  cows  inspected  and  3%  of  those  found  to  be 
affected  with  tuberculosis.  Those  figures  show  a decrease 
over  the  number  found  to  be  so  affected  in  the  previous  year. 

Cysticercus  Bovis 

Routine  inspection  of  carcases  for  the  presence  of 
this  parasite  were  carried  on  during  the  year,  and  of 
1,496  bovines  inspected  21  or  1.4%  were  found  to  be  affected. 

A number  of  specimens  were  forwarded  for  examination 
to  the  Veterinary  Investigation  Department,  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Reading,  I am  grateful  to  N.S.  Barron,  Esq.., 
Ph.D.,  B.Sc,,  M.R.C.V.S.  Veterinary  Investigation  Officer, 
for  his  help  and  co-operation  with  the  examination  of 
these  and  other  specimens .

The  County  Council  is  the  responsible  authority 
for  administering  the  provisions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
1938,  relating  to  the  adulteration  of  food  and  drugs. 


The  Chief  Inspector,  Mr.  C.O.  Perry,  has  kindly 
supplied  the  following  figures  relating  to  work  on  food 
adulteration  carried  out  by  the  County  Council  in  the 
Farnborough  Urban  District  during  1949:-

The  56  milk  samples  contained  an  average  of  3.72%

Tvro  samples  of  milk  were  taken  in  Farnborough  on 
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26th  April,  1949,  and  certified  to  contain  17.6^  and  9.4%  of 
added  v/ater  respectively.  Samples  taken  direct  from  the  cows 
proved  to  he  satisfactory. 

Proceedings  v\^ere  taken  and  fines  amounting  to  £5  plus 
£3  10s.  Od.  costs  v/ere  imposed. 

(c)  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD  PREMISES 


Progress  was  made  in  improving  the  standard  of  food 
hygiene  in  the  district  and  most  of  the  food  premises  are 
now  provided  with  a ’’constant  supply”  of  hot  water.  Other 
structural  improvements  were  also  effected  during  the  year, 
details  of  which  can  he  found  in  Appendix  ”B” . 

Inspections  of  all  licensed  premises  in  the  district 
were  carried  out  when  it  was  found  generally  that  conditions 
of  cleanliness  were  satisfactory,  hut  that  in  many  cases 
facilities  for  washing  utensils  were  not  satisfactory. 
Improvements  have  been  carried  out  at  some  of  these  premises 
and  in  one  case  double  sinks  for  washing  and  rinsing  crockery 
have  been  installed. 

A meeting  of  Sanitary  Inspectors  from  surrounding 
districts  was  held  to  discuss  sanitary  accommodation  and 
washing  arrangements  at  licensed  premises,  with  a view  to 
obtaining  some  uniformity  in  our  requirements.  This  report 
v/as  circulated  to  all  brewers  owning  public  houses  in  the 
district. 

At  a meeting  to  which  all  food  traders  in  the  district 
were  invited  to  attend  it  was  decided  to  form  a Pood  Hygiene 
Guild.  Representatives  of  the  different  trades  vifere  elected 
to  serve  on  the  Advisory  Committee  of  the  Guild.  Codes  of 
Practice  have  been  formulated  and  traders  are  to  be  invited 
to  apply  for  membership  of  the  Guild. 

( d.)  MANUFACTURE  AND  SALE  OF  ICE  CREAM 


34  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream. 

Most  of  these  premises  sell  pre-packed  ice  cream  only 
and  the  increase  in  the  number  of  registered  premises  is 
due  no  doubt  to  the  fact  that  many  of  the  grocers  and  green 
grocers  have  installed  frozen  food  cabinets.  I do  not  think 
the  demand  for  these  foods  has  materialised  to  the  extent 
that  was  expected  and  the  owners  are  now  turning  to  the  sale 
of  ice  cream  to  justify  the  outlay  on  the  cabinets. 

Regular  supervision  of  all  ice  cream  premises  vms 
carried  out. 
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Ice  cream  vehicles  entering  the  district  were  also 
regularly  inspected.
